| ‘Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
One of the most radical propositions yet 
made to settle the coal problem was offered 
In the house today, and it came from a 
source whioh seemed to entitle it to instant 
recognition. Representative Jenkins of Wis- 
consin, who is no tyro in legislation, but 
who, on the contrary, is chairman of the 
judiciary committee of the house, and who 
from that fact is presumed to be a good 
constitutional lawyer, offered a resolution 
which provides in brief that the government 
of the United States shall both seize and 
operate not only the coal mines but the 
tra ftation companies which carry the 
product, and in this way distribute coal to 
the people. | 

| Buch a proposition coming from an ob- 
secure member of the house would not have 
attracted any miore attention than dozens 
of others quite as radical. But a bil) of this 
kind offered by the chairman of the judiciary 
committee acted upon the members of the 
house like a dash of cold water, and seemed 
to bring them to a realization of the fact 
that the country has reached a condition 
where ordinary constitutional methods must 
be succeeded by extraordinary and almost 
socialistic expedients«, | 


Mr. Jenkins aid not ‘otter his

and his position at the head ofthe great 
committee which is even now formulating 
the anti-trust legislation entitles him to more 
than the usual credit for his actions. 


| 
‘That his proposition is radical in the ex- 


treme every one must concede, but it is algo 
apparent that nothing but the presence of a: 
great crisis could have induced him to father 
such a proposition. Mr. Jenkine has pre- 
viously gone on record as aswerting that the 
government could not regulate the trusts 
without a conetitutional amendment. This 
fact has added interest to the extraofdinary, 
radical resolution he introduced today. 

Not only does Mr. Jenkins assume complete 
responsibility for his actions, but he justifies 
them by the gravity of the crisis which the 
country is now facing, and in an interview to- 
night he gave for the express benefit of the 
readers of THE TRIBUNE an exposition of his 
reasons for introducing a resolution which 
he fully recognizes will be denounced as 
socialistic. He does not propose to supply 
the country with free coal, but he does be- 
lieve that the time has come when to pre- 
vent widespread famine and hardship it has 
become necessary for the United States gov- 
ernment as an act of supreme sovereignty to 
give the people an opportunity to provide 
themselves with coal at a fair price. 

‘So far as his resolution is concerned it is 
not prompted by the high price of coal, and 
he does not necessarily desire to correct that. 
What he is after is merely to use the power of 
the national government to see that all the 
coal possible to be mined is mined, and there- 
upon also to see that it is distributed on an 
equitable basis to all sections and all classes 
im the country. 


'“ For some time we have been calling atten- 
tion to a want of power on the part of the fed- 
eral government to deal with the many per- 
plexing questions confronting our people,”’ 
said Representative Jenkins tonight, in dis- 
cussing hie proposition. ‘‘ By this resolution I 
am calling attention to a power that I believe 
exists and should be developed. It is one of 
the sovereign inherent rights of the govern- 
ment. The situation is not as favorable for 
the exerciee of that power as during last Sep- 
tember, but conditions are much worse. Coal 
is a necessary of life. The people cannot ob-. 
tain it and are suffering greatly for the want 
of it. Therefore, it is within the power of 
congress in such a case to declare that an 
exigency has arisen for the exercise of the 
power of eminent domain, and this declara- 
tion is not open to inquiry by the courts. 

“ Tt ts not the price of coal that creates the 
exigency, but the fact that the people cannot 
obtain it, and that conditions are growing 
worse dally. Hence, it becomes the duty “0 
the government to exercise this attribute - 
sovereignty and relieve the distress not by

The 
younger Stucker children, aged 7 and 5 
years, were in the house. : 


Dying Woman Accuses Her Child. 

The dying woman told the Kelleys that she 
had punished the boy for playing with the 
gun and then gone out to the barn to do the 
milking. As she returned the boy, she 


claimed, deliberately shot her. She called 


him to her after the shooting and forgave 
him. Then she said the child, seeming to 
realize his crime, shot himself. | 
“The coroner investigated yesterdey. The 
jury did not question the younger Stucker 
children, nor did they take the statement of 
the father. They returned a verdict saying 
the boy had killed his mother and himself, 
Members of the jury which returned the 
verdict now declare that the case was ofie 
of double murder and that some third party 
killed both Mrs. Stucker and the boy. The 
entire neighborhood shares in the belief. — 


Indications of Boy’s Inmocence. 

‘The gun with which the shooting was dong 
was found in the house by the father when 
he reached the scene of the crime. It isa 
single barreled gun, and when found it con- 
tained a loaded shell. To have committed 
the crime as his mother charged the boy 
must have shot her, reloaded the gun, shot 
himself, reloaded the gun again, and carried 
it into the house. ) 

The boy's arm was but twenty-two inches 
long, while the gun barrel is thirty-two 
inches long. It would seem impossible that 
the boy should have turned the weapon on 
himself and pulled the trigger, ‘as he could 
not have reached the trigger with his fin- 
gers. while holding the muzzle against his 
body. Besides this there were no powdér 
burns on ‘his body or on his clothing, indi- 
cating that the aounds must have been in-

Springfield, Jan. 14.—[{Special.]—A 
company of the Illinois national guard 
stopped a prize fight in this city tonight. The 
managers had defied the mayor's positive 
order that the t should not take place 
and had ignored - Yates’ warning that 
troops would enforce the mayor's order if 


necessary.

Managers Appeal to Yates. 

The fight was advertised to take place be- 
tween Ole Oleson of Chicago and “‘Kid’’ Will- 
lams of Philadelphia before the Olympic Ath- 
letic club. An appeal was made to Gov. Yates 
this morning to permit the contest to pro- 
ceed under the guise of a sparring match, but 
the governor announced that any attempt to 
pull off the affair would be resisted by state 
forces. 

In spite of the executive warning it was 
whispered around that the fight would take 


the lodge hall. Company C, Fifth infantry, 
in the meantime had received orders to as- 
semble at its armory, a block away. Just be- 
fore the contestants were ready to step into 
the ring the soldiers appeared and the whole 
thing was off. 


Governor Explains Action. 

Later in the evening Gov. Yates said: | 

** I was waited upon this morning by a Mr. 
‘Spider’ Garrity, accompanied by a com- 
panion, for the purpose of entering a pro- 
test against an order he had received from 
the mayor of the city ordering that the enter- 
tainment scheduled for this evening be de- 
clared off, and to ask that I give them per- 
mission to proceed with their entertainment 
on the ground that the affair was to be a 
sparring match and not a prize fight. 

“I informed him that he had come to the 
wrong man; that the mayor's order must be 
obeyed. I told him I purposed enforcing the 
law, ‘and that ended the interview. 

“ Afterwards I called upon the adjutant 
general's department to be in readiness to 
act if occasion should demand."’ 

The governor declined to discuss his pros- 
pective action in the fight scheduled to come 
off in Chicago.

THREE DROWN, REST. SAVED. 


‘Disaster at’ Washington, D. ¢., fora) 
‘Time Puts Two Thousand Men and 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
While 2,000 persons were skating on the basin 
near the Washington monument this evening 
a portion of the ice gave way, precipitating 
thirty men and women into the water. Three 
persons were drowned and eight others were 
resuscitated at the emergency hospital. The 
dead:

The 
skaters had been warned that the location 
was a dangerous one, but it is said they dis- 
regarded the advice given them to stay away 
from the vicinity, and when the crash came 
the men and women went through the broken 
ice and into the water. 

Officer Bannigan of the Metropolitan police 
Jumped into a boat near at hand and, un- 
aided, rescued seven persons. The police 
are satisfied that all those who were in the 
accident have been accounted for. 


FRENCH PRESS WARNS POWERS. 


Paris Temps Expresses Belief That 
United States Will Zealously 
| Guard Venezuela. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Jan. 14.—The Temps in a leader on 
the Venezuelan affair expresses curiosity as 
to the exact position of Mr. Bowen, the 
United States minister at Caracas, from the 
standpoint of international law and diplo- 
matic usages. In becoming a Venezuelan 
diplomatist, the paper asks, does he cease to 
de an American diplomat? 

It thinks the precedent of M. Cambon, the 
former French ambassador at Washington, 
in acting for Spain during the Spanish- 
American war, is scarcely on all fours with 
the present issue. President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Hay have by their present action 
again demonstrated openly and even osten- 
tatiously the good will they bear the South 
American republics. 

Referring to the report that there is like- 
lihood of the negotiations at Washington 
being prolonged, owing to the refusal of the 
powers in interest to follow the advice of 
the United States, the Temps advises the 
raising of the blockade. The paper warns 
the three powers in interest against elim- 
inating from their calculations a powerful 
neutral who claims the position of born 
guardian of the American Spanish republics. 
Tt also advises them to remember that it will 
require only a few more mistakes to renew 
the benefit to Uncle Sam of the fable of tne 
third robber.

MOVE TO SEIZE MINES. 


House Committee Acts’ Toward 
Confiscation of Collieries 
and Railways. — 


Weshington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
This was coal dey in congress. By a vote 
of 258 to 5 the house passed the bill providing 
for a rebate on the duties on foreign coal 
for one year. The measure was hurried to 
the senate and passed unanimously, with- 
out debate, within a few minutes after it 
arrived from the house. | 

The senate went further than the house, 
for it adopted an amendment prac- 
tically pute anthracite on the free list, by 
adding a section to prevent the imposition 
of a duty on anthracite after the expiration 
of the time provided for in the bill. 

While the house and senate were striking 
at the coal combine by removing the duties, 
the chairman of the judiciary committee 
of the house introduced a resolution aiming

House Votes Off Coal Duty. 

In the house the bfll providing for coal 
duty rebates passed in short order. The five 
who voted against it were Cushman and 
Jones of Washington, Gaines of West Vir- 
ginia, Mondell of Wyoming, and Patterson 
of Pennsytvania, all republicans. The bill 
was considered under the operation of a ruie 
which cut off opportunity to amend, The 
only opposition to the measure came from 
gome of the members representing coal 
gtates, who expressed the fear that the ad-.

Columbus, O., Jan. 14.—[{Special.j—Ohio 
today began suits against six big coal com- 
panies to oust them from their charters, on 
the grounds that they have conspired to limit 
the output and control the price of coal. 

The suits were the outcome of the investi- 
gation which Gov. Nash has been making. 
Attorney General Sheets filed in the Su- 
preme court, at the instigation of the gov- 
ernor, quo warranto sults against the six 
companies. The concerns against which 
suits are brought are the New Pittsburg 
Coal company, the Sunday Creek Coal com- 
pany, the General Hocking Fuel company, 
the Congo Coal company, the Interstate 
Coal company, and the Hocking Coal and 
Iron company. 

No railroad company is implicated in the 
cases. Judge Sheets said that he had care- 


gure no railroad company was in the com- 
bination. 

,It te charged in the petitions these com- 
panies have entered into a conspiracy to 
limit the output of coal and increase and 
control the prices. It is further charged that 
they have discriminated in favor of Colum- 
bus and against other cities of the state, sell- 
ing coal at $1.25 a ton cheaper than elee- 
where. The suits are brought under the 
Valentine anti-trust act.

While 
thousands have been begging coal at any 
price, while hundreds have been turned

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 14.—[Specia!l. ]—Prose- 
cutor Hunt this morning filed in the Wayne 
Circuit court a bill of injunction directed 
against the Detroit Coal exchange, and re- 
ceived from Judge Hosmer an order return- 
able Jan. 26, calling on the defendants to 
show cause why the injunction should not 
issue.

DR. HIRSCH TALKS OF JEWS. 


Chicago Rabbi in Address at Winona, 
Minn., Gives Interesting Review 
of Jewish History.

Emil G. Hirsch of Chicago spoke tonight on 
the subject of “‘ Facts and Fictions Concern- 
ing the Jews.” He said that the statement 
that the Jews have remained a distinct and 
separate people was fiction. He claimed

Some objection has .beén made by the 
friends of the other reciprocity treaties to 
the sugar reduction amendment to the Cuban 
treaty which was agreed upon today by the 
senate committee on foreign relations...

CHANGES IN CUBAN TREATY. 


Senate Committee Adopts Amendment 
Demanded by the Beet Sugar In- 
_ terests of the Country. 


Washington, D. Jah. 14.—The senate 
committee on foreign relations today agreed 
to recommend the adoption of an amendment | 
to the Cuban reciprocity treaty providing 
that the reduction of 20 per cent in the tariff 
on Cuban sugar shall not be further reduced 
by any preferential rate given to another 
country. This action was taken at the in- 
stancé of the beet sugar men. 

It ig claimed that the adoption of the 
amendment relative. to the reduction on 
sugar will. have the effect of insuring the 
support of practically all the republican sen- 
ators. 

The amendment agreed upon is in the shape: 
of a proviso attached to the eighth article 
of the treaty, and is as follows: 

** Provided, That, while this convention is 
in force, no sugar being the product of the 
soll of the republic of Cuba shall be exported 
from said republic to the, United States at a 
greater reduction of duty than 20 per cent 


July 24, 1897; and, provided further, that 
while this convention is in force no sugar 
shall be imported into the United States 
from any foreign country at a lower rate of 
2 then that imposed by the act of July

impatience with Germany. 

There are signs of increasing impatience 
in England over the delay in raising the 
blockade of the Venegzueian coast. The 
mvrai drawn by the provincial press fro 
the independent attitude of Italy in cpn- 
demifitig the blockade and advocating Pres- 
ident Castro’s cause is that England might 
have taken the same attitude if there had 
not been a hard and fast’alliance with Ger- 
many. Meanwhile dispatches are exchanged 
between Berlin and London, and itseems'im- 
practicabie to obtain an adjustment of the 
phrases of a simplé protocol providing for 
the adjudication of the claims. A settie- 
ment” would have been reached betw-en 
Washington and London without delay if 
there hed been no obligation to refer every 
detail to Berlin. The Balfour government is 
not likely to make another agreement with 
Germany before the general elections in the 
united kingdom. 

British View of the Trust. 

Prof. W. Smart read’a most interesting 
paper on industrial’ trusts at a meeting of 
the Society of Arts last night. Trusts, he 
said, were the phenomena of economic 
progress. They were the eNmination of the 
unnecessary person, the unnecessary process, 
the unnecessary thing in the production and 
distribution of goods. There were many 
features of résemblance between the Ameri- 
can trusts and the British combines. ‘Both 
forms of organization aimed at being monop- 
olies, but- while, thanks to a protective tariff, 
the American trusts were secure against 
competition from outside and might attain 
an effective monopoly within their own coun- 
try and enjoy high prices, the British com- 
bines,. living under the fierce struggle of 


only at the. cost of eternal vigilance, effi- 
ciency, and lowcost. . 

Prof. Smart said the British combines were 
not as.a rule strikingly successful. He 
might have pointed out that some of them 
were rank failures. Sir Robert Giffon, who 
took part in the discussion which followed 
the reading of. the paper, expressed the 
opinion. that if the United States were to 
abandon its high tariff mischief the trusts 
would be ended at a stroke. 


England in Winter’s Grip. 

England is in the grip of winter. North, 
south, east, and. west the conditions are the 
same—biting winds, brisK weather, with a 
dash of frost and in some places enough ice 
to make skating safe. The movements of 
the barometer indicate that there is no rea- 
son to look for any ‘startling atmospheric 
changes. Frost, occasional snow showers, 
with interludes of fog, are likely, therefore, 
to be prominent items for some time in Lon- 
don’s meteorological program. 


Dr. Lorenz Gives a Clinic. 


At the city orthopedic hospital yesterday 
afternoon Dr. Lorenz gave a highly success- 
ful demonstration in the presence of a large 
number of medical men of his bloodi«ss 
method of operating on cases of congenital 
hip diseases. The famous Austrian special- 
ist said he had’ been treated with the greatest 
kin@ness during his ‘stay in the United 
States, but he declined to express any opin- 
liom upon the progress made by British sur- 
gery since his first visit to this country 
eighteen years ago or the comparative mer- 
its of English and American surgery. 


Arts end Crafts Exhibit. 

The arts and crafts exhibition at the new 
gallery contains evidence of the increased 
range of activities of a most useful society. 
Enamels and jewelry, which were not repre- 
sented in the earliest shows, are now among 
the best features, and the work of the gold- 
smiths and silveremiths is also varied and 
original in design. The north. gallery is 
filled with wall decorations and furniture ar- 
ranged in recesses and grouped for the sake 
of showing combined effects of the work of 
designers and craftsmen. The furniture 
lacks lightness and decorative effect and is 
designed with undue solidity. The walls of 
the west gallery are covered with white 
canvas, against which black and white de- 
signs and examples of artistic neediework 
are clearly outlined. There are cartoons for 
stained glass, drawings for wall paper, em- 
broidered silk panels, and tapestry designs. 
The glass is conspicuous for its beauty ana 
delicacy of design rather than its color metal. 
The work is povel, but clumsy, the lace com- 
monplace, dnd the jewelry exceptionally in- 
teresting owing to the introduction of new 
styles and forms of exquisite effects of color. 
Books with artistic binding .are the chief 
attraction of the south gallery. The central 
corridor contains a richly decorated gllt 
chest large enough to hold the marriage 
trousseau of the queen of Sheba. It was 
designed and exhibited by Mrs. Maurice 
Hewlitt, the panels inside being painted by 
Miss Holman Hunt. There are over 600 ex- 
hibits and no branch of artistic handiwork 
ia neglected. I. N.

MAY PUT ON HEAVY DUTY 


Prussian Deficit ‘for'1903 Is Es- 
timated at $18,175,000, 
Due to Hard Times. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—The German pariia- 
ment made a direct attack on the Standard 
Oil company. The reichstag. by a vote of 
143 to 70, agreed to the tariff committee's 
resolution asking the government to con- 
sider whether it is not in the interests of 
the mation. to place a differential duty on 
refined petroleum as against crude in order 
to establish a nationaj refining industry. 

The resolution was not adopted without 
a heated debate. It was opposed by both 
government leaders and-the socialists. but 
the same majority which enforced the higher 
tariff on American meats raliied to the sup- 
port of the resolution directed at the Amer- 
ican oil company. | 


Socialists Oppose It. 


Herr Wurm. socialist, voicing the socialist 
opposition, said the resolution was designed 
to increase the price of petroleum “ for the 
benefit of the bankrupt fuel and alcohol in- 
dustry.”’ If a national refining industry 
was established by state protection it would 
be dependent on foreign raw material. 

Baron’ Heyl Zu Hernsheim, replying to 
Herr Wurm, said: ; 

* The Standard Oil company sells oil cheap- 
ly.only long enough to ruin competition, and 
then sharply advances prices. It signifies 
nothing that a domestic industry is depend- 
ent on foreign raw material Our textile 
manufacturers are in precisely the same 


plight.”’ 
Foreign Undersecretary V Fisher on 
behalf of the government saéd he hoped the 


house would not bother the government with 
such a proposition. The levying of aduty on 
refined oil would be exceedingly difficult 
owing to the uncertain definition of ‘‘ crude ”’ 
and “refined ’’ petroleum. 


Defends Standard Company. 


Herr Freze, moderate radical, of Bremen, 
defended the Standard Oil company. He 
skid petroleum had become cheaper since its 
organization than ever before. This was not 
owing to philanthropy, but was due to the 
desire to avoid competition and adverse legis- 
lation. . 

Dr. Paasche, national liberal, said he 
thought it was time to get rid of the Stand- 
ard Ojll company’s monopoly. which had al- 
ready cost Germany $12,500,000 because of its 
discrimination against Germany compared 
with other countries. 

Herr Gothein, radical liberal, said that if 
the government attempted to do what it was 
asked to it would be futile. France had tried 
to extinguish the Standard Oil company’s 
monopoly, but of twenty-four French re- 
fineries all were now controlled by the com- 
pany. Bakku and Galician oils w inferior 
to the American product, he added, and Ger- 
man rehners would be dependent on America 
for their raw material. 


“Blow at United States. 


The secretary of the interior, Count Posa- 
dowsky-Wehner, in the course of the debate 
upon the petroleum résolution, outlined Ger- 
many’s new policy regarding the most fa- 
vored nation clause, with special reference to 
the United States. We declared that the 
United States was no longer entitled to the 
most favored nation treatment. He said: 

‘* When we make new treaties the United 
States will not enjoy the advantages there- 
of without rendering an equivalent on its 
part. The question of most favored treat- 
ment must be applied more individually than 
hitherto.”’ 


Prussia’s Growing Deficit. 

The Prussian budget estimated for 1903 
shows a deficit of $18,175,000, which will be 
covered by a new loan. The revenue is és- 
timated at $650.551,482, the ordinary expendi- 
ture at $629,002,408. and the extraordinary 
expenditure at $39,634.074. 

Finance Minister von Rheinbaben, explain- 
ing the financial condition of Prussia to the 
diet today, said the railroad receipts for the 
current year had fallen off $17,000,000, agri- 
culture was in a bad way, the manufactur- 
ing iadustries were nearly as bad, and the 
average consumption of pig iron during the 
last two years had fallen from 182% pounds 
per capita to 80. 

** America, in my opinion,”’ he added, “is 
the dark spot in the heaven of our industry. 
Our internal market must be greatly 
strengthened, for our market is today de- 
-pendent upon America and England. Agri- 
cutiture must be our special concern.”’ 

Baron von Rhéinbaben also said that the 
preliminary estimates for the 1908 budget 
showed a deficit of $58,250,000. 

‘.You may imagine,’’ he continued, “ the 
extreme difficulty of trimming down to about 
$18,000,000, below which it is quite impossi- 
ble to cut.” 


Blow to Polish Hope. 


Among the new appropriations is the first 
quota for the construction of a royal palace 
at Posen, Prussian Poland, for the use of 
Emperor William upon his occasional visits 
there, in accordance with his majesty's long 
cherished wish. Baron von Rheinbaben in 
this connection remarked: 


**] hope this will further convince the peo- 


: ole that the Prussian eagle never lets go of 


what it has once taken. I say this especially 
‘for those who dream of resurrecting the 
Polish kingdom.” 

Germany and Panrma Canal. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—Ambassador 
Tower has received from the German foreign 
office an unequivocal denial of the statement 
that the German government is endeavoring 
to secure control of the Panama canal fran- 
chise. It is gathered that the state of the 
public mind in Berlin is favorable to Amer- 
ican construction because of the benefits 
expected to accrue to German shipping. 

It is said at the state department that 
there is no change in the status of the nego- 
tiations with Colombia respecting the canal. 
Pressure is being brought to bear to hasten 
‘a conclusion, so that the president before 
adjournment of the present congress may 
have acquired control of either the Panama 
or the Nicaragua routes and be in a posi- 
tion to begin the work of construction. 


TAFT DEFINES CHURCH POLICY. 


Governor of Philippines Tells Officials 
to Maintain Neutrol Attitude in 
Religious Affairs.

A COAL LESSON. 


‘The coal relief agencies in Chicago have 
“ got busy.” They have not got together. 
Why? Simply because the charities of Chi- 
cago have not yet adopted those methods of 
concentration and orgapization which the 
business firms of Chicago have proved to be 
necessary. People living in the poorer dis- 
tricts of Chicagoare able to see charity relief 
in action. During the last few days they 
have seen things which have made it clear 
to them that Chicago will do well to reform 
its charity methods before the next coal 
famine. Families that don't deserve coal 


are not getting it. Coalithat is being given 
away to the sound of trumpets and cymbals 
is attracting people who don’t mind seeing ' 
their names in the papers. Coal that is being 
given away without quéstion or record is 
attracting people who would not care to have 
their purses inspected. Itjs this ostentatious 
and promiscuous administration of coal re- 
lief which is the bad feature of the present 
situation. For the generosity which prompts 
people to distribute free or cheap coal one 
has the most cordial respeet. For the radical 
conservatism which leads them to go on 
administering relief in a scattered, uncon- 
nected, ineffective way one has not respect 
but regret. 

There is a certain charitable agency in 
Chicago which is sup to sum up all 
‘charitable work. The bureau of charities is, 
or ought to be, the center of the charity 
web. From that center there ought to be 
filaments reaching out to all the charity 
societies in the city. All roads in the local

the possibility of failure. 

It has long been apparent that the Chicago 
orchestra needed a home of its own, that 
the conductor and the musicians have been 
laboring under disadvantages, and that so 
long as the present conditions exist there 
can be no hope of meeting expenses, much 
less of making any profit. The Auditorium 
is a noble hall, but it is too large for the 
orchestra, and it is too large to insure season 
patronage, because it is known that there 
will always be plenty of seats for any given 
concert. With a smaller hall, one seating 
approximately 2,500 persons, the. season 
patronage will not only be larger but there 
is no reason to doubt that many seats will 
bring a premium, as they do at Carnegie 
hall and the Boston Symphony hall sales.

The Italian ambassador is one of the most 
notable of the European envoys at Washing- 
ton, and is regarded in Italy as likely to reign 
ere long at the consulta at Rome as minister 
of foreign affairs. | 


‘Prince Nicholas of Greece, who is, now 
established at Athens with his Russian bride, 
Grand Duchess Helen, sister of that Grand 
Duke Boris who was in this country last 
summer, has, since his return from St. Pe- 
tersburg, inaugurated the new zodlogical 
gardens, which the people of Athens owe 
to his initiative and enterprise. Having se- 
cured from the government a large strip of 
vacant and barren land in the old Phaleron 
district, he next set to work to secure sub- 
scriptions from wealthy Greeks established 
abroad. His appeals met with a generous 
response, especially from M. Maraslis, the 
multimillionaire Greek born mayor of Odes- 
sa. Thanks to this it has been possible to 
convert the strip of land in question into a 
beautiful public park, dotted with pictur- 
esque buildings, in which are caged already 
a large and choice collection of lions, tigers, 
and other wild animals. \. 

The prince is likewise the active president 
of the committee of direction of the Royal 
theater, selecting the plays produced and 
attending the rehearsals, and is indeed one 
ef the most public spirited members of his 
family, quite a number of institutions of 
one kind and another at Athens owing their 
existence to his initiative. 


King George, his father, is, by the way, 
much disgusted just at present, for he has 
been forced by something dangerously akin 
to a revolution to confide the office of pre- 
mier to M. Delyannis; whom he detests and 
justly distrusts, and to consent to the ap- 
pointment of Gen. Smolensk as minister of 
war. 

The general, it may be remembered, did not 
hesitate at the close of the Turko-Greek 
war to denounce the crown prince as pri- 
marily responsible for the ignominious de- 
feat of the Hellenic army, and they have | 
been sworn foes ever since. .As the crown 
prince is commander in chief of the army « 
this is likely to lead to all sorts of compli- 
cations. Delyannis has not only for years 
been the béte noir of the king and the bit- 
terest opponent of all the monarch’s policies 
and aims, impugning his motives and dis- 
paraging his services to Greece, but prac- 
tically threatened to head a popular rising 
unless he was appointed premier. 

Athens, always anti-dynastic, had _ re- 
turned an overwhelming vote in favor of the 
Delyannis party. But in the provinces mat- 
ters were sufficiently even at the polls to in- 
duce the king to call upon Zaimis and, 
Theodokis to attempt a reconstruction of the 
cabinet. On learning this the principal leu- 
tenants of Delyannis assembled at his house, 
great popular excitement prevailed, and 
finally it was announced that at 5 in the 
afternoon the 20,000 Delyannist Voters .at 
Athens would proceed in a body to the royal 
palace to “demand their rights of the king.”’ 
The latter sent his private secretary, M. 
Thon, to Delyannis to inquire what these 
demands were, learnt that they consisted in 
the grant of a royal commission to Delyannis 
to form a cabinet of his own selection, and 
was told by Delyannis that no verbal assur- 
ances would suffice, and that unless he had 
the king’s written request to construct an 
administration at once the public demonstra- 
tion before the royal palace would take place. 
King George realized that he could not rely 
on his troops, and, knowing that the demon- 
stration, especially if any armed attempt 
were made to prevent it, would probably re- 
sult in a revolution overturning the throne, 
gave way, and that is how Delyannis be- 
came premier. | hie | 

When wives seek refuge from their matri- 
monial misery beneath the roof of their 
parents it is not only cruel but likewise im- 
politic in the extreme for the latter to deny 
their unhappy daughter shelter, sympathy, 
and assistance.

When life at Dresden became intolerable for 
the crown princess of Saxony she went to her 
parents at Salzburg and pleaded with them 
to let her stay with them and to help her to 
secure relative freedom by means of a judi- 
cial separation. It was only when they re- 
fused both requests, invoked their parental 
authority to command her return to her 
husband, and threatened to have her placed 
under restraint: as insane if she declined

It is not generally known that Princess 
Louise of Coburg underwent a similar ex- 
perience at the hands of her father, King 
Leopold, before she finally created a public 
scandal] by her departure from Vienna in the 
company of Capt. Keglevich. 
One night several weeks before the climax 
the princess left the Coburg palace alone and 
unobserved, hailed a passing cab, drove to 
the rallroad station, and took train for Brus- 
sels. She arrived in the middle of the night 
at her father’s palace at Laeken in a hack, 
but was stopped by the sentry on duty, who 
would not believe that the solitary woman 
arriving unattended at that hour was the 
king’s eldest daughter. At length he sum- 
moned the officer of the guard, who recog- 
nized her, and who caused the king mm" the 
queen to be wakened. 

A dramatic interview took place that night 


whom she unfolded a long tale of matri- 
monial misery, of indignities without num- 
ber, and of most brutal maltreatment. She 
implored them for refuge and to secure for 
her by means of judicial separation freedom 
from that bondage which was a matter of 
common knowledge at Vienna. Queen Hen- 
rietta was ready to yield. But Leopold 
would not hear of it. He insisted that his 
daughter should return to her husband at 
once, treating her with a harshness and ab- 
sence of sympathy even more pronounced 
than that of the grand duke and grand 
duchess of Tuscany in the case of their 
daughter, the crown princess of Saxony. 
Princess Louise, like the latter, was threat- 
ened by her father with the madhouse if she 
refused to obey his command. And go she 
returned to Vienna on the following morn- 
ing, tried to bear with her drunken, brutal 
husband a little longer, and then at length, 
becoming desperate, left Vienna escorted by 
Keglevich, vowing never to return to her 
husband. Less shrewd than the crown 
princess of Saxony, she ventured after a time 
back to Austria, where she was placed under 
restraint as insane on the demand of her 
husband, and has been ever since confined in 
a madhouse at Dresden.

TWELVE MEN ARE BLOWN TO 
ATOMS IN’ AN EXPLOSION. 


‘Powder Works Near Nanaimo, B. C., De- 
stroyed and Dozen Employes Are 
Strewn in Fragments Over Country. 


Nanaimo, B. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.jJ— 
Twelve men were blown to atoms in an ex- 
Plosion at the Hamilton Powder company ‘s 
works on Departure bay this morning. The 
victims were James Fulforte, George Si- 
'monetta, and ten Chinamen. The mutilated 
body of one man was found. The other 
‘bodies were blown to fragments. 

The guncotton storage house as 
first, the concussion exploding the gelignite 
In the drying house, 400 feet away, where 
‘the great loss of life took place. The ground 
was excavated to a depth of six feet where 
the buildings stood. The buildings were 
blown into kindling wood and scattered with 
‘fragments of human flesh over several acres, 
The railway was torn up and a dozen steel 
rails were twined spirally around a tree like 
vines. 

James Preston, a nitroglycerin maker, had 
a narrow escape and owes his life to his cool- 
ness. He was running his machinery 4,000 
feet from the scene of the first explosion and 
was hurled to the ground. The window and 
a part of the wall were biown in, but he 
kept his machinery running in spite of oo 
concussion, which almost stopped it, 
never left his post, thus preveatiies a wee 
explosion, 

The works are three miles from Nanaimo, 
and broken windows here testify to the ‘re- 
mendous force of the explosion. The man- 
agement says it is impossifie to assign any 
cause, No™ witnesses survived. _
